65 %^f Quota In 

Red Cross Reports 

Penn Valley District 
Still in Lead With 
105% Collections 

With 10 days remaining in the 
1946 Red Cross Fund drive on the 
Main Line, district leaders on 
Tuesday reported 65 per cent of 
their $265,000 goal collected. 

Total collections to date repre- 
sent an increase of 32 per cent 
over last week's report which list- 
ed only one-third of the goal re- 
ceived by the Main Line Branch. 

Still in first place among the 
23 local districts and the only 
area to surpass its quota is Dis- 
trict 3, Penn Valley, headed by 
Mrs. J. T. Little, with 105 per 
cent. 

Mrs. J. Paul Crawford of Old 
Gulph Rd.. Rosemont, colonel in 
District 2, Rosemont. reported 91 
per cent collected. Mrs. Robert 
Coleman. District No. 16, 120 Lin- 
wood Avenue, Ardmore, 90.2 per 
cent. Four other sections are now 
above the 80 per cent mark. They 
are: 

District 11, Mrs. Clifford E. 
Frishmuth, 87.3 per cent; District 
9. Mrs. S. Hulme Brown of 20 
Narbrook Park, Narberth, 83.3 per 
cent; District 8, Mrs. Davis M. 
Hunt. 619 Righters Mill Rd., Nar- 
berth, 82.4 per cent; District 7, 
Mrs. Richard Grosholz, 112 School 
House Lane, Ardmore, 81 per 
cent. Closely following the 80 per 
cent bracket is District 14, Mrs.

State Unrivaled In Air Program 
Says Chalfant, Council Speaker 



Pennsylvania, with its large and 
widely distributed population, its 
interesting varieties of terrain and 
weather, its public awareness of 
the potentialities of a sound 
aeronautical program and its 
financial assistance to airport 
building, is seen by Floyd Chal- 
fant, State Secretary of Com- 
merce, as a State with ideal ad- 
vantages. Chalfant is also head 
of the Pennsylvania Aeronautical 
Commission. 

"In the matter of aeronautics 
the State came of age in 1943 
with the provision for by legisla- 
tion and the appointment of the 
first Aeronautics Commission in 
June of that year," Chalfant told 
members of the Lower Merion- 
Narberth Council of Republican 
Women Tuesday af term on at the 
Ashbridge House, Rosemont. 

"Almost overnight," he pointed 



out, "Pennsylvania stepped into 
front position among the states 
with its aeronautics program. 
From then until now it has had no 
close rivals. The legislature in 
the session of 1945 recognized the 
need and the work of the Commis- 
sion when it appropriated the sum 
of $2,750,000 for an airports build- 
ing program on a matching basis. 

"In Pennsylvania we have 
learned to measured the popular- 
ity of the state by the number of 
persons visiting within its bor- 
ders, as well as the number of per- 
sons talking favorably about its 
advantages. So we have learned to 
measure the record of aeronautics 
by the number of airports we have 
in the State and by the interest 
manifested in flying.

Use of Playground Solves Part 
Of Bryn Mawr Parking Problem 



Lower Merion Township com- 
missioners went a long ways in 
solving Bryn Mawr's business 
commercial parking problems 
Wednesday night when they an- 
nounced that one half of the 
town's central playground would 
be used as a parking lot. 

The playground area, used for 
small children and as a park, is 
bounded by Lancaster Ave., Mor- 
ris Rd., Bryn Mawr Ave. and in 
the rear by property of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company. 

It will provide a parking lot ai 
the Eastern end of the town foi 
100 cars. 

In order to convert one half ol 
the playground into a parking 
area the Township had to obtain 
a release from the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. When the land was 
bought from the railroad a num- 
ber of years ago a restriction was 
written into the deed that it 
would never be used for parking. 

Townshrp officials said yester- 
day they had not considered ask- 
ing the railroad to waive the' deed 
restriction against parking for the 
remainder of the plot. 

Walter E. Rosengartem, town- 
ship engineer, would not say that 
use of the plot for parking would 
solve Bryn Mawr's parking prob- 
lems, la addition, he said, an- 



other plot of ground was needed 
for the off-the-street parking at 
the Eastern end of town. 

"Opening of this parking lot," 
he did say, "will go a long ways 
to relieving the parking needs at 
the Eastern end of town." 

It will cost the Township $5,500 
to put the playground plot in 
shape for parking cars. They will 
construct two black-top approach- 
es for cars to drive in on the 
Western side, opposite the Bryn 
Mawr Post Office on the Bryn 
Mawr Ave. side, and for cars to 
leave on the West side onto Mor- 
ris Rd. Work on the parking lot 
will be started this Summer. 

As compared to other Main Line 
business centers Bryn Mawr is the 
the first town to make a sizable 
dent in its post war parking and 
traffic problems. 

Although township officials con- 
tend they are unable to purchase 
land for off-the-street parking the 
use of the Bryn Mawr playground 
for this purpose will put them in 
the position of providing park- 
ing relief for Bryn Mawr mer- 
chants. 

The plan to use the playground 
for off-the-street parking arose in 
the Township's Planning Com- 
mission and had the approval of 
Commissioners and the Bryn 
Mawr Business Association.

Army Air Captain's

30-Year-Old Flying 
Tiger Held Cross 
And Air Medal 

A 30-year-old former pilot of 
the famous Flying Tiger Group 
was found dead of exhaust fumes 
in the Bryn Mawr garage of his 
home Tuesday morning. He had 
apparently made some minor ad- 
justments to the motor of his car 
when he was overcome.

Petition Seeks Enlargement Of 
West Ardmore Voting District 



A petition seeking to enlarge the 
West Ardmore election district of 
Lower Merion Township by in- 
corporating in it portions of the 
Haverford and North Ardmore No. 
1 districts was presented to the 
Montgomery County Court on 
Monday. 

Signed by 77 electors from the 
three election districts, the peti- 
tion lias been referred to the 
Montgomery County Board of 
Elections for investigation and 
recommendation. Following this, 
a public hearing will be conducted 
by the Court and advertised by 
notices posted in the respective 
districts. The decision of the Court 
will be made after the hearing. 

It is proposed in the petition 
that that portion of the North 
Ardmore No. 1 district, bounded on 
the North by the Southern boun- 
dry of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
right-of-way, on the East by An- 
derson Avenue, on the South by 
the North side of Lancaster Pike 
and on the West by a part of the 
preseint Western boundry of the 
North Ardmore No. 1 district, be 
made a part of the West Ardmore 
election district. 

It is also proposed that that part 
of the Haverford election district 
bounded on the West by Haver- 
ford Station Road, on the North 
by the Southern boundary of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad right-of- 
way, on the East by a part of the 



present Eastern boundary of the 
Haverford district and on the 
South by the North side of Lan- 
caster Pike be added to the West 
Ardmore district. 

The petition maintains that 
these portions of North Ardmore 
No. 1 and Haverford districts are 
geographicaly more properly a 
pari of the West Ardmore district 
than of either of the districts to 
which they now belong; that it 
would be much more convenient 
for electors in those portions of 
the North Ardmore No. 1 and Hav- 
erford districts to vote at the West 
Ardmore polling place insofar as 
distance, parking facilities and the 
size of the polling place is con- 
cerned. 

The number of electors in that 
part of the Haverford district 
concerned is 36. In tfte North Ard- 
more No. 1 district the number 
affected is 142. 

The polling place for the West 
Ardmore district is the Masonic 
Hall at Ardmore and W. Athens 
Aves. Haverford voters cast their 
ballots in a building at the North- 
west comer of W. Lancaster Ave. 
and Old Lancaster Rd. The North 
Ardmore No. 1 district polls is at 
the Lower Merion Township 
Building, 75 E. Lancaster Ave,, 
Ardmore. 

If approved by the Court, the 
change will be effective at the Pri- 
mary election on May 21. 



Attacks Truman 
At Pepper Dinner 

Mo. Congressman 
Speaker at Dinner 
Held in Upper Darby 

Party success must be made 
secondary to National program 
for reconstruction of America, 
Congressman' Walter C. Plosser, 
Rep., Missouri, told nearly 500 
Delaware County Republicans 
Monday night. 

He spoke at the testimonial 
dinner to County Controller Clar- 
ence T. Pepper in the Real Es- 
tate Board Building, Upper 
Darby. 

Political leaders and public of- 
ficials of Haverford Township at- 
tended the dinner. 

In an attack on the Truman 
Administration the congressman 
declared that our foreign policy 
has been so weak it has precipi- 
tated a crisis. 

Plossner also charged that: 

President Truman has no loyal 
followers and confusion is the 
dominant note of administration 
policy or lack of policy; that the 
administration sought to add 125,- 
000 political workers to the al- 
ready swollen federal payroll and 
was willing to wreck our first line 
of defense, the Navy, to do so, 
and that the President has no 
hope of putting through his pro- 
gram and the Republican party 
is the nation's only hope for the 
future. 

In concluding his talk Plossner 
stated, 

"The administration is torn by 
greed, avarice and a lust for 
power. About the President are a 
score of rival factional groups led 
by Wallace Snyder, Bowles and 
others willing to cut his political 
throat to seize power. No one in 
Washington can say what the ad- 
ministration policy will be tomor- 
row or next year. It changes daily 
and no one can tell what tomor- 
row will bring.

AN INADVISABLE PRACTICE 

By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, 

Ph.D. 

MANY mothers, properly wish- 
ing the child from one to five to 
go to his nap and night sleep hap- 
py, easily cultivate the habit of 
giving him something sweet to 
eat, candy, cake or cookie. Once 
this has been practiced a few 
times, it is difficult to discontinue. 
It soon becomes a ritual. 

The practice has some things 
in its favor. It occurs usually soon 
after a meal. Often the morsel is 
relatively good food. It does make 
a happy association with going to 
bed. The psychology is good. 
Bad Dentistry 

However, the dentistry is bad. 
As it is not very practical to have 
this young child's teeth brushed 
after he has finished the sweet 
morsel in bed, he goes to sleep 
with materials on his teeth which 
tend to favor their decay. There- 
fore, dentists and pediatricians 
advise against this bedtime prac- 
tice. You had better not begin it 
with the next baby unless you 
mean to continue It with the next- 
older youngster. 

Suppose you wish to discontinue 
this ritual with your tot, three. I 
was about to say you should tell 
him. this evening that, beginning 
tomorrow evening, he would no 
longer have this cherished morsel. 

That would hardly work very 
well for the average youngster at 
three for he does not clearly know 
what "tomorrow" means. Have 
you ever tried to answer his ques- 
tion, "What is tomorrow?" 
This Evening: 

Instead, tell him this evening, 
some while before bedtime, that 
he will have his cookie (or some- 
thing else) now. After he has eat- 
en it, brush his teeth or have him 
do so. If at bedtime he insists on 
having the goodie also, remind 
him that he already had it. Do 
your best to make him happy 
without it. At any rate, be sure 
he doesn't get it ihen or hence- 
forth at bedtime. 

Some parents, at the end of the 
tot's regular meal, place candy 
before him and let him eat as 
much as he likes and his teeth are 
brushed afterwards. I know an 
eminent pediatrician whose wife 
does so with his approval. 

In spite of all that young moth- 
ers hear and read about sweets 
and the like between meals, and 
their bad effect on the teeth (if 
not immediately brushed) and on 
the child's appetite at the meal 
following their consumption, it is 
amazing how many toddlers and 
runabouts have sweets in the form 
of candy, ice cream cones or sodas 
between meals. As a rule, their 
pocket money goes for such. 
Eating Problems 

No doubt, many of the children 
reported to me as hard eating 
problems get considerable sweet 
foods between meals. Little Karen, 
three, who normally eats very 
heartily at meals chose to eat but 
very little food at lunch today. 
Her mother observed afterwards. 
"This is the price of my weakness 
today when we were in town, in 
giving her a piece of candy. It was 
the first time and it shall be the 
last."

No matter whether you accept 
the extreme theory that brushing 
the teeth is of no avail except for 
aesthetic purposes, or you believe 
that, in addition to proper diet, 
removal from the mouth of acid- 
forming materials and the like is 
desirable for preserving the teeth, 
the argument for no sweets, as a 
rule, stands, since the sweets do 
tend to diminish the appetite for 
teeth-building foods. 

Solving' Parent Problems 

Q. The mother of four children 
from 7 years down to the mere in- 
fant writes: "The eldest will do 
many bad things while I am feed- 
ing or bathing the baby when I 
can't spank him." 

A. At other times, train him to 
profit from chair-sitting punish- 
ment for exactly 30 minutes. Then 
a mere word from you can send 
him to the chair at any time. Try 
to approve him more when good 
and make him feel he is your fine 
big boy.

INSIDE WASHINGTON

Washing-ton — Despite Senator 
Arthur Vandenberg's London 
statement that he is not a presi- 
dential candidate for 1948, it does 
not rule out an outside chance 
that he might win the GOP nomi- 
nation nor that he would welcome 
it. 

Vandenberg has been catapult- 
ed into the world scene as a UNO 
delegate, and is the spokesman for 
one trend of foreign-policy 
thought within his party. Oddly, 
he was helped along by an ad- 
ministration he criticized vigor- 
ously for its doings on the home 
front. 

His pre-Yalta foreign policy ad- 
dress so pleased the late President 
Roosevelt that he named "Big 
Van" a delegate to the San Fran- 
cisco conclave. Subsequently, Pres- 
ident Truman sent him to London. 

Vandeberg could hardly forget 
the roar of the crowds at the 
Philadelphia GOP convention in 
1940, when he had a fair chance 
to capture the nomination that 
later went to the late Wendell 
Willkie. 

In Chicago four years later he 
was shoved into the background 
by Governor Dewey. But two 
years hence it might be different — 
to some extent depending on the 
success of UNO and the part he 
plays in it. 

Observers figure the big scram- 
ble may be among Minnesota's ex- 
Governor Stassen, representing 
GOP's "left wing" in world policy; 
Dewey, and former Governor 
Bricker, Ohio conservative and 
1944 vice-presidential candidate. 

If Stassen is beaten, if Dewey is 
out, and Bricker comes a cropper 
the waiting man in the back- 
ground would appear to be "Big 

Van." 

« * « 

President Truman's order cur- 
tailing the use of wheat in whisk- 
ey and beer will not hurt the 
drinking public too much. 

According to those in the indus- 
try distilled spirits may suffer a 
little in quantity but there will 
be enough to go around. 

Distillers use chiefly the best 
grades of corn and rye. Wheat 
was added as a stretcher during 
the war. Thus, they figure they 
will not be hit too hard. 

There is a possibility, however, 
that spirits may be conserved for 
the whiskey output and the pro- 
duction of gin halted as it was 



during the war. 

Beer brewers say they expected 
a decreased demand for their 
brews after the war, so they, too, 
are not worrying much.

The Commerce Department 
wants the ladies of the land to 
know that their precious nylons 
are not going overseas while 
stockingless. legs are getting goose- 
pimples from standing in lines to 
await the sheerest hose. 

So Arthur Paul, director of the 
Office of International Trade, 
came forward with the figures. He 
said: Less than one per cent of 
American nylons go abroad. 

In 1945, he said, orily 354,000 of 
the 40,000.000 pairs made in Amer- 
ica were diverted to foreign mar- 
kets. 

* • » 

The Government's new housing 
program calling for 1,500,000 pre- 
fabricated homes in 1946 and 1947 
is going to have some tough sled- 
ding unless some prompt action is 
taken to insure their construction. 

The reason: "Prefabs" are ana- 
thema in many communities. 
"City Fathers" do not want them 
and building trades unions, along 
with suppliers of building mater- 
ials: are turning up their noses 
at them. 

In fact, scores of cities and 
towns have city ordinances which 
prohibit such homes. And unions 
contend they drastically curtail 
workers' incomes. But the gov- 
ernment is committed to an emer- 
gency program of pre-fabricated 
housing. Numerous industries are 
ready for mass production. 

Wilson Wyatt, dynamic housing 
expediter, is appealing to unions 
and communities to remove their 
barriers. If they don't there may 
be a clash with the federal gov- 
ernment, because the administra- 
tion is determined to take a long 
step torward solving the housing 
shortage quickly. 



All Drivers Warned 
To Secure Licenses 

Motorists generally and those 
recently discharged from the arm- 
ed forces in particular are advised 
by Walter N. White, Travel Di- 
rector of The Automobile Club of 
Philadelphia-AAA, that they must 
have a 1946 operator's license to 
drive legally in Pennsylvania. 

"This problem is arising more 
frequently each day," Mr. White 
declared, "because many ex-ser- 
vice people have gotten the idea 
somewhere that an old Pennsyl- 
vania driver's license or a GI 
license will permit them to drive 
after being discharged from the 
service. This is in no sense true, 
the law requiring the discharged 
service man or woman to take out 
a Pennsylvania driver's license 
immediately upon being dis- 
charged. It is also well to remem- 
ber that a learner's permit does 
not permit one to drive legally 
without the presence of a licensed 
driver in the front seat of the car. 
This type of violation, committed 
for the most part through ignor- 
ance of the law, also has occur- 
red with rising frequency of late."

Factors That Determine 
Veteran's Pension Rate 

Closest to the neart of every 
veteran who wears a wound stripe 
is adequate medical care. Gen.. 
Omar Bradley, administrator of 
veterans' affairs, shortly after his 
appointment, picked as his assist- 
ant to have charge of the medical 
and surgical division of VA, a man 
who is no stranger to wounded 
vets. 

He is Maj. Gen. Paul R. Hawley, 
who was chief surgeon of the Eur- 
opean theater of war, and as such 
had under his direction 254,000 
medical department men, includ- 
ing 16,000 doctors, 4,500 dentists 
and 18,000 nurses. Under his ad- 
ministration more than 1,500,000 
patients were admitted to army 
hospitals in the European theater 
and of this number 340,000 were 
battle casualties. So General 
Hawley has had fighting men in 
time of war and has been chosen 
to head up the medical branch of 
VA because of this experience and 
great success. 

Under the expanding hospital 
program of VA General Hawley 
is calling upon the best medical 
and surgical brains of the nation 
to .take a hand in the great re- 
habilitation program of disabled 
veterans. The idea to take veter- 
ans' hospitals close to the medical 
centers of the nation reflects one 
of General Hawley's plans to de- 
centralize and bring treatment as 
close to the home towns of the 
country as possible. 
Questions and Answers 

Q. Our boy was taken into the 
army. We are farming 520 acres 
of land, milking; 12 to 20 cows by 
hand the year round, raising- over 
350 head of hogs a year. I am 
physically unfit to do any farm 
work. This work is all up to two 
boys 19 and 20, one a 4-F. We 
must hire a man to replace the 
boy that is gone. He has set aside 
$30 of his wages to help pay for 
this help. Will the government 
match this, and if so how do we 
go about getting it? This boy was 
really needed.— L. U., Gladbrook, 
Iowa. 

A. Your local selective service 
board had the responsibility of de- 
ciding whether or not your boy 
was needed more on the farm than 
in the army. If they had decided 
he was needed there, he would 
have been given an agricultural 
deferment under the selective ser- 
vice law. No, there is no provis- 
ion for the government to match 
the $30 per month. If you can 
prove a hardship case, which is 
unlikely, the boy could ask for a 
discharge on that ground. He 
would have to initiate the case 
through his commanding officer. 

Q. Is the widow of a World War 
I veteran entitled to a pension if 
the husband's death is not con- 
nected with the war? Do World 
War I veterans receive pensions? 
If a disability allowance was dis- 
continued and the case reviewed 
and refused again what can one 
do? Is the wife of a World War 
I veteran entitled to medical care? 
—Mrs. ,1. H., Tower, Minn. 

A. Yes. the widow of a World 
War I veteran is entitled to a pen- 
sion although death is not service 
connected. Only disabled veter- 
ans receive pensions. In case a 
disability allowance is discontin- 
ued and reviewed and refused 
again, the veteran has the right 
to appeal to a board of the VA 
Wives of World War I veterans 
are not entitled to medical care. 

Q. I have a lot on a main high- 
way. I'd like to put up a business 
but in order to do this I need 
around $2,000. Could you send 
me full instructions on how to go 
about this matter and just what I 
must do?— Mrs. H. F. S., Selma, 
Ala. 

A. Go to your bank and ask if 
they will make you a G. I. loan on 
the proposition. If thev consider 
it a good risk, they will take care 
of all the details. 

Q. When and how is transporta- 
tion for servicemen's kin available 
and what are the chances for the 
wife of a PFC whose husband is 
stationed in togensburg, Ger- 
many?— Mrs. C. O. B., Chamber- 
lain, S. D. 

A. The serviceman must initiate 
the request with his commanding 
officer. If the request is granted 
you will be notified of all details 
Only wives are eligible. 

Q. I was discharged from the 
army in January, 1944, because of 
wounds received when I stepped 
on a land mine. I had temporary 
amnesia and head injuries. Have 
only a 45-degree extension of my 
left arm. Otherwise am in per- 
fect shape. How do I go about 
getting back into the army?— 
M. N., Eugene, Ore. 

A. The army has lowered its 
regulations somewhat upon physi- 
cal requirements and would sug- 
gest you discuss the question with 
your local recruiting office, or you 
may contact your draft board.

Courses In Soil 
Conservation Are 
Offered To Vets

VA and Agriculture 
Department Propose 
On-Job Training 

Training veterans for positions 
with the U. S. Soil Conservation 
Service and the Forest Service un- 
der Public Law 16 (for disabled 
veterans) and the Servicemen's 
Readjustment Act (GI BUI of 
Rights) will be provided under an 
agreement between the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the Vet- 
erans Administration, VA an- 
nounced. 

Lists of Soil Conservation and 
Forest Service field stations 
throughout the country where on- 
the-job training will be offered 
have been submitted to VA by the 
Department of Agriculture. 

A total of 10 regional offices 
and 12 Forest and Range experi- 
ment stations where qualified 
training may be given were sub- 
mitted by the Forest Service, 
while Soil Conservation submitted 
eight regional office headquarters 
where contact may be made by 
VA representatives for the purpose 
of establishing training programs. 

Under the agreement, each VA 
Regional Manager will be respon- 
sible for approving the training 
facilities offered by Soil Conser- 
vation and Forest Service field 
stations in his territory. The 
training course may be confined 
to the on-the-job training and a 
course of study in the educational 
institution, VA stated. 

Although the main purpose of 
the agreement is to train and re- 
habilitate veterans so that they 
will be eligible for employment 
within the department, Agricul- 
ture is not legally obligated to hire 
veterans upon completion of the 
training program. VA regional 
managers have therefore been in- 
structed by H. V. Stirling, Assis- 
tant Administrator, Vocational 
Rehabilitation and Education, to 
explore carefully the possibilities 
of employment of the veteran in 
other fields before his entrance 
into this training. 

Under the agreement, a veteran 
may be accepted into training 
either as a civil service employee 
in training status obtained through 
regular competitive examinations, 
or as a traniee without benefit of 
civil service status and not in re- 
ceipt of wages from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Upon acceptance of training 
the veteran will be under the su- 
pervision of the Department of 
Agriculture but regular checks and 
contacts to ascertain his progress 
and adaptability to the program 
will be made by VA representa- 
tives. 

Veterans may file applications 
for training under this program 
at the regional office nearest their 
home.

Relations Urged To 
Consult Attorneys 
For Benefit Claims 

Minor, Incompetent 
Beneficiaries Can Be 
Helped By Officials 

Relatives of veterans or others 
interested in the appointment of 
guardians for minor or incompe- 
tent beneficiaries of the Veterans 
Administration should consult the 
Chief Attorneys at VA Regional 
Offices before initiating action in 
state courts, VA said. To do so 
may save both trouble and ex- 
pense. 

This suggestion was offered by 
Charles E. Schuyler, Associate 
Solicitor of VA's Guardianship 
Service, in anticipation of an in- 
crease of such beneficiaries be- 
cause of World War II. It is, 
however, equally applicable to oth- 
ers entitled to benefits from VA 
because of service in World War 
I, other wars, or peace-time ser- 
vice. 

Some cases have been brought to 
the attention of the Guardianship 
Service in which court costs and 
other expenses have been incur- 
red in appointments of guardians 
which might have been avoided 
had the Chief Attorneys been con- 
sulted before taking action. Court 
action to appoint a guardian is 
not always necessary, Mr. Schuy- 
ler pointed out, for in many such 
cases VA is authorized by Federal 
law to recognize a fiduciary, des- 
ignated as legal custodian to whom 
payments in behalf of a benefic- 
iary may be released. 

Chief attorney's offices are 
equipped to give advice and as- 
sistance in all matters pertaining 
to guardianship, and to provide 
maximum assistance to state 
courts, as well as to minor or in- 
competent beneficiaries or their 
legal representatives. The staff 
includes lawyers and field exam- 
iners trained in procedures and 
problems of guardianship. 

As of February 28, 1946, there 
were 107,698 beneficiaries of VA 
under guardians or legal custodi- 
ans. Of this number 61,964 were 
minor wards and 45,734 mentally 
incompetent, with 4,797 of the lat- 
ter being non-veterans. These 
non-veterans consist of designat- 
ed beneficiaries of veterans' in- 
surance and dependent relatives 
eligible for veterans' pensions and 
compensation. More than 18,000 
beneficiaries, under legal disabil- 
ity, have been added to the rolls 
since July, 1945, the total of all 
World War II minor and incom- 
petent beneficiaries on February 
28. 1946. being 26,548. Fewer than 
5,000 guardians have been ap- 
pointed by state courts for World 
War II veterans. 



Just A Common Riileman 

Editor's Note: This is the third in a series of case histories of local 
servicemen who have contacted the Veterans Service Center in Bryn 
Mawr. The center besides endeavoring to aid the veterans in personal 
problem* also place veterans in jobs, apprentice training, and on-the- 
job training. They also handle veterans processing with the Veterans' 
Administration and assist them in entering school and colleges. 
One of our neighborhood boys called at the office the other day, 
while home on a hospital furlough. He had been shot by a sniper in 
France. 

The bullet had penetrated his arm, gone up under the shoulder, 
entered again under his jaw, through his face, removing one eye, 
and across his forehead. This boy was one of the happiest men I have 
ever seen. His joy at getting home was unbounded. 

I asked him when he expected to be discharged and he answered 
that he might be held for limited service. I suggested that he might 
lie held as an instructor. "Oh, no," he replied, "I am just a common 
rifleman." 

He did not think that he was anybody in particular, but to me 
he typifies that great mass of men who are winning the war for us. 
These are the men that sleep and fight in the snow and the muck, 
and after their tanks are destroyed, and on the days when the ceil- 
ing prevents air cooperation, continue to hold the line or to advance 
it. Such were the men of Bastogne; in the Argonne; at Gettysburg; 
on San Juan Hill; behind the cotton bales at New Orleans; and at 
Princeton. 

Hats off to the "common riflemen," and may most of them come 
hack to us. 



Mae Checks In 



Mac has been gone four years, and here he stands — a veteran 
now returned to us from the Asiatic-Pacific Theater. His skin is the 
color of a muddy lemon, showing the effects of some tropical liver 
disease. 

To start conversation, I say, "So you are back from the wars, 
are you?" 

"Yes," he replies, "and things have certainly changed. All the 
way back on the transport, I had visions of a big, juicy, steak. I 
scouted around for a swell-looking restaurant. Do you know what 
I got? Ham and eggs! They said they hadn't had a steak in a week." 

"My girl met me at the station. We were walking along a main 
street, and when about twenty-five feet from the corner, I grabbed 
her arm and started across the street. A cop blows his whistle and 
bawls me out for jay-walking. He asks for my papers. I tell him I'm 
discharged and under military law for five more minutes, since my 
twenty-four hours following discharge has not quite elapsed. "All 
right, soldier, get the Hell out of here. If it was Ave minutes later, 
this would have cost you two dollars." 

"Where do I get a ration book?" "My mother told me to be sure 
and bring one back or I wouldn't eat. What is going on back here, 
anyway?" 

VA Seeks 1500 Trained Workers 
For Rehabilitation Program 

At least one out of every four patients in Veterans Ad- 
ministration hospitals can be helped materially through a 
medical rehabilitation program of education and shop train- 
ing. 

This belief was expressed by Dr. Donald A. Covalt, As- 
sistant Medical Director for Medical Rehabilitation, in an- 
nouncing that VA is seeking to hire more than 1,500 special- 
ly trained personel in order to bring the rehabilitation pro- 
gram to every ward of VA's 100 hospitals. 
During the war, some 5,000 in 



divlduall were trained in various «»«-. £ w^be^ible^or 

high school education without 
leaving their beds. 

In addition, negotiations now 
are under way whereby VA pat- 
ients, free of charge, may take ad- 
vanced academic work for col- 
lege or university credit, through

Addition- 
al details are now available from 
the Washington VA Office, and 
will soon be obtainable from all 
VA hospitals. 

In addition to the 13 branch 
offices, there are hospital positions 
open for instructors at $2,320; 
supervisors at $2,980; and hospi- 
tal chiefs from $3,640 to $4,300. 
Other positions in various activi- 
ties of the program carry salaries 
from $2,100 to $7,175. 

A medical rehabilitation officer 
may be either a physician or a 
qualified layman with trains in 
this special field. When the of- 
ficer is a layman, a medical con- 
sultant will serve as an advisor to 
guide carefully all professional 
medical aspects of the rehabilita- 
tion program. . 

The shop retraining service will 
conduct training programs to give 
patients opportunities for "ex- 
ploratory experiences on the pre- 
vocatlonal level" in both semi- 
skilled and skilled activities n 
shops.

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Official Requires 
24 Hour Medical 
Duty In Hospitals 

Chief Director Insists 
Service Must Be 
Available Always 

Dr. Paul R. Hawley, Chief Med- 
ical Director of the Veterans Ad- 
inlnistrAtion. ordered VA hospitals 
to maintain 24-hour medical ser- 
vice for veterans. 

Dr. Hawley said that some com- 
plaints had been received that 
medical care was available to vet- 
erans only during the usual bus- 
iness hours. In an outline of VA's 
policies to each medical director 
of the 13 branches who will soon 
receive responsibility under de- 
centralization of medical services, 
he insisted that 24 hour service 
must be available. 

In small regional offices, where 
continuous duty would be a hard- 
ship to the few doctors assigned, 
Dr. Hawley said that a clerk could 
receive telephone calls but that "a 
responsible medical officer" must 
be "on call". All hospitals will 
have at least one or more doctors 
on duty at all times. 

Other instructions include: 

1. Neglect of patients will be 
considered an "unforgivable sin." 

2. Overtime pay will not be paid 
to doctors, dentists, or nurses in 
the Department of Medicine and 
Surgery who are not in Civil Ser- 1 
vice. J 

3. Requirements of patients will 
govern hours of duty for doctors. I 

Neglect of patients. Dr. Hawley] 
wrote, "will not be tolerated under ; 
any circumstances. Patients will j 
be seen promptly upon admission, I 
and as often thereafter as their I 
condition requires, and certainly 
at least once daily." 

"In principle, I do not like pre- 
scribing duty hours for doctors— 
as, for example, from 8 a. m. to! 
5 p. m. — for the reason that this i 
encourages the feeling that duty 
is restricted to such hours," Dr. 
Hawley said. 

As to the relationship of pro- 
fessional personnel with the pa- 
tient, Dr. Hawley said that medical ! 
personnel must give courteous j 
and interested attention to pa-| 
tients." 



Special Services 
Offices To Move 

The Special Services Office of 
the Veterans Administration will 
be moved from the Central Office 
to the Munitions Building March

The Veterans Administration 
ordered "full speed ahead" on hos- 
pital construction projects already 
underway in a further effort to 
relieve the current shortage of 
beds in veteran's hospitals 
throughout the country. 

In a letter to deputy adminis- 
trators in charge of VA's 13 branch 
offices, "every resource at VA's 
command" has been ordered uti- 
lized in overcoming delays ham- 
pering present construction, which 
includes many bed-producing hos- 
pital additions and miscellaneous 
auxiliary projects. These delays 
have been caused chiefly by war- 
time shortages of manpower and 
materials. 

This directive, issued by J. J. 
Rockefeller, Director of Con- 
struction, calls for a survey of all 
factors bearing on existing delays 
and orders everly possible speed- 
up in progress of the work. 

Rockefeller said, in part: 

"Considering the urgent need 
for hospital beds to take care of 
disabled veterans, every resource 
at the command of this Adminis- 
tration must be utilized in over- 
coming delays occurring in the 
construction of bed - producing 
and in expediting the availability 
of hospital beds. It is, therefore, 
requested that you promptly as- 
sign competent personnel of your 
Construction and Supply Division 
to make a survey of the construc- 
tion projects in your territory as 
herewith tabulated with the view 
of overcoming existing delays, 
avoiding future delays and speed- 
ing up the present progress of the 
work." 

Private contractors hold 105 
contracts totalling $43,505,000 for 
projects scattered throughout the 
United States which, upon com- 
pletion, will provide about 8.600 
additional beds for veteran pa- 
tients. This list includes the new 
2.127-bed neuropsychiatric hos- 
pital at Lebanon. Pa., which is 65 
per cent complete, and the new 
1.172-bed neuropsychiatric hospit- 
al at Tomah, Wis.. 50 per cent 
complete. 

These construction projects, in- 
cluding the two hospitals men- 
tioned, are already being built and 
are not on the list of hospitals 
turned over to the Army Engi- 
neers recently to be erected under 
their supervision.
